NEED STRESSED BY DR. MOONJE 
Addressing the Conference Dr. B. S. 
Moonje observed that he likes to be in 
the midst of young men. He wanted 
them to develop their body, their mind 
and intellect; and after having deve- 
loped their body, mind and 
intellect they must learn the 
science of warfare. That had been 
the system in vogue in India since the 
age of the Vedas five thousand years 
ago so that when young men came in 
competition with other people they 
were not inferior in any way. Youths 
of India should bear this in mind 
that when they would have to come 
face to face with young men of any 
part of the world they should not be 
found wanting either in physique, in 
strength or In intellect.

BIIA1 PARAMANANDA ON FIGHT 
FOR FREEDOM 

The advice that th© youngmen of 
India should adapt themselves to the 
changed circumstances was given by 
Bhai Paramanand in the course of his 
presidential address to the All-India 
Hindu Youth Conference. 

Arguing that the constitutional ad- 
vance was in no way the result of 
Congress fight for freedom, he said; 
"I wish to remove one utterly wrong 
impression that has been produced 
by mere propaganda, that the present 
advance in the constitution is the re- 
sult of Congress fight for freedom 
and the great sacrifices made by Con- 
gress men and women. I think that 
that idea is a mere maya (Illusion.) 
One clear proof is that the Muslims 
as a ciommunity, instead of taking 
any part in the freedom agitation, 
were always supporting the Govern- 
ment and as a reward they got Mus-. 
lim rule in several provinces, and 
their special demand of separate elec- 
torates in spite of Congress opposi- 
tion, Tli us, the Government seem to 
be perfectly right that during all this 
period they have been keeping their 
pledge, given in the proclamation of 
1917, and taking gradual steps in 
spite of the obstructive methods car- 
ried on by the Congress.” 

HINDU VIEW OF INDEPENDENCE 

Bhai Parmanand proceeded : "There 
is another point which I want to ex- 
plain to you and that is the ques- 
tion of the independence of the coun- 
try. I do not think that there is any 
one here, who does not wish for na- 
tional independence. Both the Hindu 
Mahasabha and the Muslim League 
have accepted independence as their 
goal But the trouble is that each 
party has its inlcipretatiop of inde- 
pendence.

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NEW EXPERIMENT ’ NOW 



V ERY few of our readers are 
aware of the existence in Cal- 
cutta since November last of an 
office of the Coal Mines Stowing 
Board created under the Coal Mines 
Safety (Stowing) Act of 1939, with 
a senior I.C.S. officer as its Chairi 
man. It may be recalled that this 
enactment was the result of one of 
the recommendations of the Coal 
Mining Committee of 1936-37 which 
was appointed immediately after the 
occurrence of a series pf five major 
accidents in the coal mines of Ben- 
gal and Bihar in course of less than 
two years. The Committee recom- 
mended, and the Government of In- 
dia agreed with their view, that the 
introduction of stowing would not 
only secure the safety of miners but 
also help substantially towards the 
conservation of coal resources. Now, 
what is stowing? It consists in fil- 
ling in the void created by the ex- 
traction of coal with sand and other 
incombustible matt rials. Although 
the Government of India thought 
stowing to be the panacea of all 
evils in the coalfields and rush- 
ed the 'measure through the 
Central Legislature they seem to 
have totally overlooked the fact 
that nowhere in the world, even 
in Great Britain, Germany, or 
U.S.A.* where pits are worked at 
a depth of between 4 and 5 thou- 
sand feet, has stowing been statu- 
torily enforced. The feasibility of 
stowing operations in India has 
even been questioned by seve- 
ral mining experts, Indian and 
European, and the Hon’ble Sir 
Mahomed Zafrullah Khan also 
admitted in couiue of the de- 
bate on the Stowing Bill in March 
and April last that “legislation for 
stowing is an entirely new experi- 
ment” (Italics ours). It was on 
this ground that the Indian section 
of the coal trade at first vehement- 
ly objected to "he proposal. Ulti- 
mately it had to accept the inevit-j 
able but it did so on the clear un- 
derstanding- that the assistance for 
stowing to be given out of the 
Stowing Fund should be in the shape 
I of “grants of stowing materials” 
to collieries as laid down in Section 
8 of the Act. Now, this Stowing 
JTund was to be created under the 
Act and financed by the imposition 
, of an excise duty of a maximum of 
annas three per ton on all coals

Nobody disputes the utility 
of stowing but the question is, why 
should Government be so overzeal- 
ous in making a “new experiment” 
at an abnormal and inopportune 
time like this?
